The process of treating citrus 


fruits and other fresh fruits with 
a solution of borax to prevent blue 
mold decay is the sole property of 
the Brogdex company, according to 
Federal Judge Hugh M. Morris of 
the district court of Delaware, who 
entered a sweeping decision last 
week that will be of strong interest 
to all citrus growers and packers. 


The Brogdex company, with of- 


fices in the I. W. Hellman building 
jji Los Angeles, sought an injunction 
against tho American Fruit Grow- 
ers, Inc.,. a Florida concern, and ask- 
ed also for damages because of the 
alleged illegal use of the prepara- 
tion. 
It is claimed that this com: 


pany discovered and patented this 
process, and the first commercial pro- 
duction of it was at Walnut, Califor- 
nia, in December, 1923. Tho pro- 
duct proved so successful it was 
adopted by the San Antonio Fruit 
Exchange'at Pomona, also in all of 
the 
Southern 
California packing 


houses of the Mutual Orange Distri- 
butors, and in the packing house of 
the Azusa Orange- company." A li- 
cense to use the process was issued 
to these concerns by the Brogdex 
company. 


The Brogdex company is also the 


owner of a process for tho applying 
of an. extremely thin, invisible coat- 
ing of paraffin to the fruit after it 
has received] the borax treatment, 
said to make the fruit less sensible 
to-ageing and decay in transit, and 
improving the appearance of the 
fruit. 
By use . of this combination 


of processes it is claimed that the 
Walnut Fruit association has ship- 
ped for three years under ventila- 
tion only and without refrigeration. 
The borax treatment is known as 
"Brogdite," and can now only be 
used through the issuance of a li- 
cense.

Dear Argus: 


Wp are on the si/uth extremity of 


Spain, juat across tho bay from Gib- 
raltar, whose rook has been made 
familiar by a. certain New York in- 
surance company, and we went across 
on the ferry boat yesterday to see it. 
A most wonderful old pile of rock 
rising 2000 feet straight up from 
the Mediterranean and filled with 
English cannon pointing across the 
straits. A modern tunnel one and 
one-half miles 
long 
goes 
right 


through the big rook for transport- 
ing war materials quietly and a big 
12-inch, oil pipe line-to carry fuel oil 
from'the ships in the harbor to big 
storage supply. The water supply is 
derived from rain water caught on 
the steep sides of the rock and ce- 
mented over to carry the water into 
big cisterns and reservoirs, 
from 


whence it is sold to water peddlers 
who carry it to the citizens in carts 
and on bui'ros, at aboat one penny 
for five gallons. The other water is 
too brackish for domestic use. 


Including the garrison of soldiers 


(10,000) 
tho population is above 


25,000—a wonderful group of all na- 
tionalities. 
You see dark-visaged 


Moors and Arabs in turbans of bright 
colors, Spaniards, Algerians, French, 
and the smart, bright, active young 
English officers in their summer uni- 
forms of white trimmed with gold 
braid. , The street are narrow and 
winding alongside the steep, rocky 
prominence and filled with many ba- 
zaars and shops of oriental things. 
English tea rooms, bars, many hotels. 
There is a strip of neutral zone of 
"No Man's Land" about IpOO feet 
wide across tho sandy_peninsula that 
connects Spain and English Gibral- 
tar and many troops of both nations 
on either side. The uniforms of the 
Spaniards are far more bright and 
interesting than the English, but 
the blond English boys could put up 
the best scrap. 


Today they have a big bull fight 


at the Spanish village on the fron- 
tier and we saw tho ring yesterday. 
There wore six'big bulls that were 
to be killed, not fought, for it is only 
a one-man game and poor Mr. Bull 
gets no chance at all. He only gets 
it in the neck sooner or later. The 
capac:ty of seats (15,000) had all 
been sold yesterday and today will 
be a big event. 
The meat of the 


bulls is sold to the poor people for 
beef tomorrow. 


The weather has been splendid so 


far, olily too cold for comfort until 
we got down to Seville, and since 
then it has been -much like our Co- 
vina summer weather. But I have 
commenced backward.' -^ 
t*r w»s from- Madrid, two 
From there we went 
to.;, Toledo, 


where tho famous steel blades are 
made, and we w.ent through, one of 
the largest factories. 
We saw the 


fine .military academy here and the 
handsome, dashing 
young fellows 


who are to be their future officers. 
We visited the old Moorish mosque 
built in the eighth century and the 
old gate to the city, of the same age. 
The good Spanish woman who hmd 
the keys to the old mosque picked 
some delicious ripe apricots for us 
from off her tree in a pretty garden. 
Here also was the 
home 
of 
the 


"Greco, "the great old painter, and 
we went all through hia old house 
and its wonderful old patio and gar- 
dens. We called it one of the most 
interesting.days in Spain. 


Next we went to see the famous 


Escorial built by Phillip II in 1560, 
a huge old stone building covering 
more than a large city block, and is 
a palace, a pantheon, or burial place 
for royalty, and a cathedral, all 
built in the form of a gridiron in 
memory of old St. Lawrence, who 
was roasted to death slowly on a 
gridiron on tho present site of the 
Escorial. The fine old gardens lead 
down into a shady walk through a 
dark forest, at tho end of which are 
the play houses of the princes, some- 
thing on the order of the palaces at 
Versailes, near Paris. 


We next go to Granada, that magic 


name which at once brings to .mind 
Washington Irving'a famous story 
of the Alhambra. Fortunately, we 
are able to secure accommodations 
at the charming Villa Carmoiia, just 
inside the old walls of the Alhambra, 
a char.ming Spanish villa, whe, *. our 
meals are all served out in the patio, 
shaded with canvas canopy in the 
'lay time and by the starry heavoiis 
at nijil-t. The merils arc cooked by 
the landlord's wife and such good 
eats-! 
Tho Spanish 
are all good 


cooks and we are served with all tho 
fruit. we 
can 
e:it—pears, 
plums, 


peaches and casaba melons. We will 
never forget the wonderful Spanish 
omelets and good soups. 
But i.hcy 


eat at all crazy hours—no breakfast 
at all and lunch at 1 p. m., dinner fit 
9:30 or 10 and never finished before 
11. After that we are so stuft'c 
must walk down the gay old uluineda 
of each city and sit ':: a e.it'e and 
sip our coffee "solo" or with goat's 
milk and watch the crowds pass 
slowly by, always walking up and 
down tho wide sidewalks, and listen- 
ing to tho military bands in U 
plaza. 
Tho concerts begin at 11 or 


11:30 and seldom are over before 
'2 a. in. 
Splendid musicians, chosa 


Spanish bands. 


After doing the Alhtunbru and the 


Generaliffe and many other interest- 
ing sights, including the gypsy quar- 
ter in the caves, wo go on to Seville. 
Seville is a city of over 300,000 and 
is .modernizing wonderfully fast. An 
American firm is building a big steel 
and stone office building and young 
American engineers are installing 
underground v.omlutts for the wires 
of a modern automatic, telephone sys- 
te... iiL-e Frsink Wright hits at •]!«>>"!«. 
They are building some elegant per- 
•inanent buildings of steel, concrete 
and stone for their big Esj.ania-So- 
villiau-Aine.rican 
exposition 
next 


year, and whole blocks of old build- 
ings that have atood for centuries 
are being razed to make room for 


side 
modern buildings, and side by 
you wee old nnd new Spain. 


Tho weather gets warmer here 


nnd we are glad. In Seville we see 
the wonderful old Alcazar built by 
the Moors, and such marvelous gar- 
dens with all kinds of fountains, 
benches, walls, patios, arbors, and 
seats, all made of those beautiful 
tile for which Seville is world-fam- 
ous. We buy a few to ship home to 
use in our own gardens when we 
return. Here we meet out first Amer- 
ican friends in Spain, a Mr. Walter 
Moody and wife of Santa Monica. 
The former is an architect and over 
here for a year's study, and we had 
a pleasant visit. We meet the sec- 
retary of the Seville Rotary club, the 
newest club in, Spain, and only two 
months old. He takes us out to one 
of the big tile factories where we 
see them making the wonderful tile 
in a great variety of patterns. Wo 
attend the Rotary club here, which 
met out in a patio of a cafe on the 
edge of the city of Seville. 
They 


met at 10 p. m. for dinner; $2 a 
plate and eight, courses, including 
two kinds of wine and cigars. No 
speeches are made and no order main- 
tained. They nil talked at once nnd 
so fast we could understand but lit- 
tle. They adjourned at 12 midnight 
and then four of the Rotarians took 
my companion, Mr. Mauagan, and mo 
to a cafe whore they had genuine 
Spanish dancers'who did some beau- 
tiful Spanish solo dancing. 
About 


six of the senoritas came over to the 
Rotarian table and we were intro- 
duced to them all. I asked Carmen- 
cita if she would dance with me. 
She did, and oh, boy, I say Carmen- 
cita is a dancer! 
Next, I hod an- 


other dance with, another senorita 
and one more, and still a third dance 
and she ,told me her name was Con- 
chita Zolgado. 
Conchitft was per- 


fect. She did not move to the music, 
but flowed with it, and she did love 
to dance. 
When my friend and I 


took the taxi for our hotel at 2 a. m. 
she bade me goodbye or "adios 
and asked me for two paSetas to pay 
her carfare home. Did She get it1? 
Who could refuse Con'chita Zalgadc 
with those Spanish eyes. 
And at 


8:30 that morning our train left for 
Cordova and Conchita is only an- 
other pleasant memory of Spain. 


And we see Cordova .with its old 


Moorish .mosque, or "mesquite" as 
they call it, and built in the eighth 
century. It now he.s 300 of the old 
Moorish columns and arches and 400 
more were destroyed by the Catholic 
Christians when they built a cathed- 
ral in the center of it. Here again 
we promenade in tho evening on the 
olawieda. ,an,d listen, to ^gi^i1* W*'1"1 


fee witfi:tlie ^natives. affd[-watch the 
rest of the world go by! The Span- 
iards are not wine drinkers like the 
French, but very temperate and tho 
little tables on the sidewalks are 
filled with fine looking Spanish men 
and women drinking principally cof- 
fee, 
tea and lemonade. 
No drunk- 


ards here or anywhere in Spain. 


We leave Cordova for Ronda, a 


small town on the way to Malaya. 
Here are the three famous bridges 
over the gorge (350 feet deep) of 
the Tajoc river. 
One, the newest 


one built by the Spaniards in 1761, 
another nearby built by the Moors 
in 750, and a Roman bridge built in 
the fourth century. From Ronda we 
go direct to Algeciras, on.the.bay of 
Gibraltar, and pass through some 
grand mountain scenery when we 
cross tho south end of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, which still have 
snow on the summits. We are soon 
to leave Spain and we do so reluc- 
tantly, for we have enjoyed Spain 
and its people immensely. Such pros- 
perous agricultural crops and such 
immense vineyards and olive or- 
chards. 
The orange groves about 


Seville were a disappointment and 
they grow only a bitter orange foi 
making marmalade. 


We have many interesting exper 


iences with our fellow passengers on 
the trains.

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A Wrong Premise— 


Facts sometimes escape the attention of the most con- 


scientious of public officials, strange as it may seem. 


Stephen T. Mather, director of national pai'k service, 


has dealt'a blow to mountain road building by advancing 
the old fallacy that the more people allowed in national 
forests the greater the fire hazard, adding that the beauty 
spots of the high mountains should not be made easily ac- 
cessible, his theory being that automobile tourists contam- 
inate these shrines of nature, throw tin cans around, and 
make these woodland dells too common for the truly 
aesthetic seeker after inspiration. There are many con- 
servationists who take this same view. 


It is true that unregulated roads in the mcmntains are 


a fire menace, but the government and the counties are not 
allowing the public to. roam at swe.et will any more, nor 
are they permitted to building roaring campfires anywhere 
they please, nor throw matches and cigarettes around. The 
traveled mountain roads are all under strictest supervision, 
and two things have happened of late years to keep fires 
at a minimum, the first being the fact that the public has 
learned that heavy fines are certain to be the result of care- 
lessness, and second, that crowds of campers in canyons 
constitute a fire-fighting force right on the scene of the 
fires, which results in quick control. This has been demon- 
strated in the canyons where travel and camping is thick- 
est. Making the mountains accessible to the public DOES 
NOT increase the fire hazard, but lessens it, when modern 
regulation is applied. 
And the more roads the quicker 


crews can be rushed to any point where fire has broken 
out. Many of the greatest conflagrations we have experi- 
enced have had their inception in inaccessible places, where 
fire-fighters were obliged to toil for days on, foot before 
being able to get to the scene. A considerable percentage 
of fires in the California mountains occur from lightning 
and natural sun-glass formations that ..cause, spontaneous 
eonibustion.

using them are controlled. The long and monotonou's fight 
conducted by newspapers, conservation associations and 
public officials to arouse the people to their responsibility 
in the piiblic reserves is showing, results. 
People of all 


walks of life are more CONSCIOUS of the fire peril in the 
mountains than in the past. Coupled with the firm-hand 
of the forest ranger and county fire worden this has begun 
to be translated into a real fire protection. 


More roads in the mountains everywhere—that is the 


solution of mountain fire-fighting—riot KEEP OUT signs 
and prohibition of the use of the forests by the people in 
general. The idea that people increase a hazard was onqe 
true—it is no longer true. If that idea were consistent. 
with truth the congested places in our civilization would 
have burned to the ground long ago. Our cities would not 
be possible. More roads everywhere in the mountains— 
the forest reserves striated with roads—zones'established, 
everything under strict control—that's the solution, and 
the only one, of fire control in semi-arid mountain areas. 


Great Dirt Pack 


Rises Foot a Day 


at Puddingstone 


If no other flood control projects 


were in process of building in Los 
Angeles county, the Puddingstone 
project, 
near 
San Dimas, would 


stand out as worthy of more than 
usual attention, in the opinion of 
Chief Engineer E. C. Eaton of the 
Los Angeles flood control district, 
who made a complete inspection of 
this work last week, and declared 
that it was progressing satisfactor- 
ily in every detail. 


The great dirt fill which is rising 


at the rate of a foot per day across 
the main outlet of Puddingstone res- 
ervoir will be at its peak within 
sixty days, at which time 350,000 
cubic yards of dirt will have been 
placed and tamped, bringing the 
main dam to a height of 140 feet. 
The dam will be faced with 220,000 
square feet of reinforced concrete. 
It will impound 20,000 acre feet of 
water, and will cost $410,000. 


General Superintendent Ben F. 


Wells is representing Contractor H. 
W. Rohl of San Francisco in this 
main project. 
He said 
yesterday 


that his firm had taken the job with 
an outfit of entirely new machinery, 
including trucks, tractors and steam 
shovels, and that the dirt was being 
excavated, trucked and placed fas- 
ter than on any job he had worked 
on for several years. The Rohl com- 
pany has just finished a 12,000,000 
gallon reservoir for the city of Riv- 
erside, and recently built the Laurel 
canyon storm drjiin for the city of 
Los Angeles. 


WATER BEHIND DAM 


The Puddingstone dam, which lies 


south of San Diinas and southeast 
of Covina, is perhaps to be the only 
surface conservation dam in the list 
of projects under construction for 
the Los Angeles county flood control 
district, it was pointed out by the 
engineers. 
Water in considerable 


quantity, caught behind the tempor- 
ary dam before the end of the rainy 
season last spring, is still impounded 
and being utilized in wetting down 
the dirt fill. So impervious is this 
soil there is very little or no under 
ground percolation. 
The soil char 


actor is heavy clay, making one oi 
the most ideal sites for surface stor 
ing. It is expected in the event tha' 
Los Angeles brings water from the 
Colorado river, this dam will b 


1 built to a greater height, and utiliz 
led by that city asi a domestic stor 
' age reservoir in collaboration with 
the flood control district. The main 
dam is complem9ntcd by two other 
smaller dams that close outlets that 
would discharge water from the res- 
ervoir after the water begins to rise 
into the surrounding hills. The fills 
are in - reality enormous mountains 
of closelyrpaekcd dirt between con- 
crete facing's,- and the dirt is rolled 
and tamped to a density eleven per 
cent greater than its original density 
in the beds from which it is exca- 
vated. F. Z. Lee is resident engin- 


eer for the flood control district on 
this project. 


DIVERSION DAM 


A. O. Nelson of Pasadena is con- 


structing a diversion dam below the 
flood control dam in tho San Dimas 
canyon, about threo miles distant 
from Puddingstone dam in a north- 
erly direction. Water flowing through 
San Dimas dam will be caught and 
diverted in a channel three miles 
long, running between La Verne and 
San Dimas, and connecting with tho 
upper portion of the Puddingstone 
reservoir. 
The diversion dam will 


cost $87,700, made of 70,000 cubic 
yards of dirt and 64,000 square feet 
of concrete facing. 
The channel 


connecting the two dams will be 
fourteen feet wide inside, eleven 
feet deep, carrying 3,500 second feet 
of water, with one foot and one-half 
recboard.

Organic Matter 
Recommended 


Citrus Orchards 


In 
tlie fertilising of citrus or- 


chards, it is reeognixed that the two 
materials which are the most fun- 
damental in their importance are or- 
ganic matter nnd nitrogen. 
It is 


necessary to have organic matter in 
the soil for several reasons, one of 
which is the furnishing of bacterial 
life within the soil with plant food, 
another the supplying of acids, etc., 
for the purpose of rendering certain 
plant food elements available, an- 
other to make the soil more retentive 
of moisture and still another for the 
purpose of furnishing a. 'carrier for 
certain elements which are necessary 
to supply to the soil for tho ultimate 
use of the tree. 


In supplying organic matter to or- 


chards, according to a statement 
made by Farm Advisor Rounds, var- 
ious sources are available. 
One of 


t'ne cheapest and best is good quality 
dairy manure, originating from a 
dairy where alfalfa is fed in large 
quantities. 
Other .manures are also 


very satisfactory. 
Bean straw and 


other straws furnish a very good and 
uniform .product. 


In the application of materials of 


this kind, based on past experiences 
and observations made in the field, 
they should be applied under average 
conditions some time during the fall. 
Occasionally 
the 
application 
of 


strawy manures and bulky organic 
materials 
in 
the 
spring 
causes 


trouble because of competition be- 
tween the breaking down of the or- 
ganic matter and the trees in their 
need for available nitrogen. 
The 


application of organic matter in the 
fall, provided it is turned under, 
would probably eliminate this situa- 
tion. The general advice is to apply 
bulky organic fertilizers in the fall 
and quickly available fertilizers in 
the spring.

Latest of the many proposals for 


the relief of traffic congestion in 
New York City is an eight-story ele- 
vated boulevard. 


This plan, if found practicable, 


would not only go far toward a solu- 
tion of the traffic problem of the 
particular district for which it is de- 
signed, but would merit consideration 
as one of the engineering wonders of 
the age, it is said. The choice of a 
suitable style of construction would 
make the structure of great value 
from an architectural standpoint. 


An express highway for automo- 


biles is suggested for the top story 
of the project, the traffic to run city- 
ward during 'the morning hours and 
away from the center of the city dur- 
ing the evening rush. 


Street level and the first story 


would be used for heavy trucking, 
according1 to the pla'n. 
Tracks for 


electric trains would be provided on 
the second and third stories, each 
level to care for trains going in a 
different direction. 


Fourth and fifth levels would re 


lieve the streets of parking troubles 
by providing space wherein a large 
number of cars could 
be 
parked. 


Revenue from this concession would 
help greatly in paying the cost of 
the project, it is thought. 


Automobile traffic, four and five 


cars abreast, would travel the sixth 
and seventh runways, northbound on 
one level and southbound "on the 
other.

United States will be less in 1927 
than it has been since 1907, with the 
possible exception of the output o: 
1921, according to a recent report. 


Knowledge of the extent of the 


output of other fruits is of value to 
the citrus grower, for numerous fruit 
products enter into direct competi- 
tion with California citrus products. 
In Iliis connection, advance figures 
indicate that the total apple produc- 
tion of the United States will be 
slightly over 4:5,000,000 barrels as 
against over 92,000,000 barrels in 
1!)2(5, of which 2(5,000,000 barrels will 
.be commercial apple production. The 
commercial output is nearly 13,000,- 
000 barrels below that of last year. 
States of the northeastern and north- 
central portions of this country re- 
port their crops are from one-third 
to two-thirds of that of 1920.
